The Salvation of Italy 

It may sound like a paradox ‘to 
say that the salvation of Italy de- 
pends upon the defeat of Germany 
But this is not the first great war 
in which the allies of a conqueror 
are forced at last to sce that his vic- 
tory would mean their own destruc- 
tion, Napoleon was at one time 
allied with all the kingdoms of con- 
tinental Burope; in the end they left 
him and turned against him and de- 
feated him 

The Italians are the chief example 
in this war of a people who have 
more to fear from their nominal 
periners than from their avowed 
enemies. For the defeat of Italy by 
Great Britain and her allies would 
leave Italy intact, would preserve 
Italy as an independent power in 
the Mediterranean, as an influence 
in the Balkans and central Europe.

But the victory of 
Germany would certainly put 4n 
end to Italian independence and

The dilemma of Italy is that the 
Fascist regime and her internal 
economy will be ruined if Germany 
loses the war whereas Italian in- 
dependence, the territorial integrity 
of Italy and her empire, will be de- 
stroyed if Germany wins the war, 
There is no way out of this dilemma 
unless Italy is able to leave the Axis 
before there is a decision—that is to 
say before Hitler wins or loses the 
war against Great Britain. But as 
long as Hitler has an immense un- 
employed army, Italy cannot leave 
the Axis. The time to leave it will 
have arrived only when, with Brit- 
ain in firm control of the sea and 
with a growing air power, the Hit- 
lerian empire begins to disintegrate 
as Napoleon's did and a continental 
coalition comes into being against 
him, 

It is already evident that this em- 
pire is not “a new order” but a 
mere military occupation which 
must become increasingly difficult 
as the British power of resistance 
is demonstrated. There is no slight- 
est evidence that in any part of 
Europe from Russia to Spain, from 
Norway to Turkey, the Hitlerian 
empire resis upon anything but the 
naked power of the German milie 
tary establishment, The Nazi prop. 
aganda and the Nazj diplomacy 
have been able to break down re- 
sistance to the German army but 
what they cannot do is to hold what 
the army has conquered. The Nazis 
are able to destroy. But they are 
not able to organize and construct, 
and the longer they operate in an 
occupied territory, the more surely 
they arouse resistance 

Thus the seeds of the disintegra- 
tion of Hitler's conquest have been 
sown, and, provided the resistance 
is firm and the return blows can be 
made formidable, the Continent of 
Europe will overthrow him as it 
overthrew Napoleon. In that coali- 
tion the Italians, and of course the 
French and the Spaniards, will find
